| INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION. 


The North Sea Commissioners have com- 
pleted their report, aud we are informed 
in a telegram this morning that the report 
does not enter into any discussion as to 
the presence or absence of the torpedo 
boats, but declares that Admiral Rodjest- 
veusky “might legitimately have. believed that 
his squadron was.eudangered, and was entitled 
in those circumstances to ct as he did.” If 
this version of the gist of the report be correct 
it will not give much satisfaction in England. 
There was no question of arbitration involved. 
Either the Russian fleet had the right to open 
fire, or it had not. The functions uf the Uourt 
were merely to ascertain the facts, aud accord- 
ing to this morning's telegrams the Kassian 
contention pheld aud justified. ‘The 
decision of the Court Will be anvther nail in 
the coffin of the present Government, which 
has placed the vindication of the national 
rights and honor in the hands ot aliens with the 
result that the fiuding of the Cbmmission has 
left us with the satisfaction of knowing that 
we have vindicated, at our own expense, the 
beauties of international arbitration, but with- 
out any of that satisfaction of another kind 
which Lord Lansdowne’s sense of the national 
dignity prompted him, at the very outset, to 
demand, and with the’ unpleasant couscious- 
ness that a world which worships success, and 
is not too tender towards failure, is laughing 
in its sleeve at our discousfiture. 

The Prime Minister in his speech on the 
28th October showed his audience and the 
nation that the fact of the commission ofa 
gross outrage is not in doubt. In terms of 
scathing denunciation, he showed that the 
Russian Adwiral’s fairy-tale about the Japanese 
torpedo-boats was a munstrous fiction—that, 
to put it in plain English, Rodjestvensky was 
an exceptionally impudent liar. Although 
the question of the existence of those Japanese 
vessels has been discussed by the Coart of In- 
quiry, the telegram states that itis not mentivn- 
_ediu the report, and the Cuarthas in fact justified 
the Admiral’s murder of the English fisher- 
men. After such a finding the T'asr cannot 
be expected to inflict any punishment at all 
upon his officer for an unfortunate excess of 
zeal for the safety of the fleet committed to his 
' charge. What are we going to do! If we bow 
' to the decision of the Court, we become the 
fe * Jaughing-stock of the world ; if we protest 
against it, we shall alienate the sympathy of 

Contineutal Powers by refusing to accept the 
finding of a trivanal to which we ourselves 
have appealed. It is, however, useless to cry 
over spilt milk (or rather over spilt blood), so 
we must make the best of the situation and 
grimly ponder on the bang of the “Times,”

CREEDS AND IMPERIAL FEELING. 

The Caxton Hall, London, on the 15th 
inst. did duty for the Mosque which all good 
Mobamedans hope same day to build in Lon- 
don. It was the day of Id-al-Ad-ha, the Feast 
of Sacrifice, and at this season all good Mo- 
hamedans turn their thoughts towards 
Mecea. ‘Here in London there were only two 
or three gathered together, and they represent- 
ed many races and nations of the East, 80 
much 86 
worthy was spoken in English, that it might 
be understood of all. 

Mr. Subhraworthy dwelt upon the fact that 
in the Mobamedan religion Abraham, called 
upon to slay his son and answering to the call, 
was the arch-type of sacrifice ; and he impress- 
ed upon his English hearers that there is far 
more in common between Christianity and 
Islam than most Christians dream. The ad- 
herents of both creeds worship one God, have 
listened to the same prophets, and havea 
common history behind them. The legends 
differ in detail. The Jews, who are descended 
from Isaac, believe: that it was Isaac whom 
Abraham was called upon to slay ; the Arabs, 
for a similar reason, take Ishmael os the Lamb 
of Sacrifice. But the underlying principle is 
common to both faiths: 

“Self sacrifice is us much a cardinal point of 
the Mohamedan reliyionasit is of Christianity. 
The pilgrimage, in itself, is meant to inculcate 
the habit of sacrifice. Even to us, with the 
resources of civilisation, a long journey by rail 
or ship is a wearisome burden ; to the people 
of the East it means hardship, danger, and 
often death. On the long road to Mecca the 
merchant and the landlurd have no wealth of 
goods or laud ; they must compass each day a 
toilsome march, and at uight time in the 
caravanserais it is a case of first come first 
served, No power of the purse will procure a 
better restiug-placethan the rest if the travelier 
comes lute in the evening. On the desert road, 
if anywhere in the world, all men are equal. 

This doctrine cf selt-sacrifice is so much part 
of our own religion that to find it insisted upon 
by the followers bf Islam may surprise the 
majority of men who are accustomed to regard 
Mohamedanism as sumething. much worse 
than heresy. Aud to the rank and file of Christ- 
ianity it would, perhaps, be a-waste of time to 
attempt to teach the lesson that the differences 
between Islam and Christianity are in reality 
differences of degree rather than of kind, and 
not so Very much greater, if they are greater at 
all, than differences between the extreme sects 
of our own faith. 

Yet, to the more thoughtful student of 
ethics, it mu-t be apparent that much yood 
can come of the attempt to insist, rather 
upon the points of agreement than upon 
the points of difference. We have at this 
momeut over sixty million Mobhamelaus in 
the British Empire, and it may be said witnout 
offence that Mohamedans have learned wler- 
ation through contact with British institutions. 
A Christian can walk freely inta, any mosque 
in India ; but he carries his life in‘kis hands if 
he starts for Mecca. he

But if the Mohamedans. within the Enjpire | 


have learned tuleration from:.our iustitutious, 
we, too, have soniething to learn in breadth otf 
view and in sympathy. I’be Pan-Islamic Suciety 
is endeavouring tu do something towards teach- 
ing us that lesson, The work is uot eaay. 
because so few people cau be brought te liste: 
to argumeut or di-sertation ; yet itis a work 
that should not be despised. The breaking- 
down of needless barriers, aud the encourage 
ment of those who ipist upon the breadth vi 
the Mobamedan faith and its hkeuess to 
Christiavity, will do more than . auything el-e 
to strengthen the bonds of the British Exypin 
in the East: (Home paper). 


TAHTA NOLES 
(FRoN oUR CoRRESPONDENT). 
Tahta, Feb, 20. 

Lord and Lady Cromer called at ‘lahta ou 
the 18th inst. at 4.30 p.m. en route frem Nag 
Hamadi. His lordship’s arrival was only no 
ticed when the postal agent was seen going 
down to the river carrying the mail to his 
lordship. The Mamour of the Markaz no sooner 
got wind of the arrival of the distinguished 
varty than he hastened with a police force to 
be in attendance on them. 

‘The Mamour met Lord and Lady Cromer 
walking on the Nile bank leading to the town. 
‘They were good enough to shake hands with 

“him, and showed themselves grateful for his 
attention. His lordship said that he did not 
like to be welcomed with any ceremony and 
asked only for some ghaffirs. ‘Ten ghaffirs were 
therefore sent down to the river. At 6 p.m. 
next day, Lord Cromer left for Manfalout. 

Mr. Machell, Adviser to the Ministry of the 
Interior, arrived hereon Wednesday on a tour 
of inspection. He was accompanied by Mr. 
Howl: and two other Englishmen. They 
arrived from Assiout by steamer, Mr, Machell 
spoke with the Mamour on various subjects 
connected with public security. The Mamour 
told the Adviser that he was fully satisfied 
with the new scheme of the Ministry of the 
Interior, whereby ten ghaffir officers ‘were 
app inted for Tahta distnet. The scheme in 
question has bad good results, as. when these 
officers are on their nightly rounds they arres' 
thieves escaping away with their booty. Mr. 
Machel! went to see the new Markaz buildings, 
which are nearly finished.

THE RECENT HOISTING OF PRICES 
PREMATURE ? 


“Tbe Financier” remarks :—Tbat things are 
humming in Egypt may be granted, but there | 
is a distinct tendency to overdo the hoisting } 
of prices. The accounts of the National Bauk 

|of Egypt’ are not due to be published for a} 
| month or so, but we have excellent reasons for | 
| believing that when they see the light they 
} will contain nothing to justify a quotation of 
27 for the £10 shares. The fact is, Eyyptian 
progress has, of late, been so remarkable that 
the public and the market have got a little 
dazzled by the glare of bright prospects and 
still brighter possibilities. Anything which 
would have the effect of adjusting a pair of 
blue spectacles over the speculative nose, too 
eager to sniff fat profits, would be highly salu- 
tary. The Nationa! Bank's interest in the Agri- 
cultural Bank is a factor not to be forgotten, 
and the latter concern is getting along very 
comfortably ; but, allowing for all that, prices 
are too high,and it would be a wholesome thing 
to have a gentle set-back befure they go higher. 

Respecting the Daira Sanieh, whose shares 
are also oxbibiting a skyward movement, the 
circumstances are certainly peculiar, and there 
is perhaps more excuse tor the boomlet. Mainly 
owing to the energetic administration of Sir 
William Willcocks, the managing director, the 
whole of the vast domain has been sold at a 
splendid profit. In October, in accordance with 
the scheme formulated, the:original bonds will 
be paid off, and the profits accruing on this 
gigantic land agency business will be divided 
equally between the Daira Sanich «Company 
| aud the Egyptian Government. 

Now that the head offive has been removed 
| from London to Csiro (a very sensible proceed- 
| ing no doubt, seeing that practically the whole 
of the business of the company is carried on in 
Egypt), the accounts are made up in Cairo. 
They will, so we are informed, be ready some 
time in March. They will show that the whole 
object and purpose of torming the company— 
that is, the sale of the Daira Sanieh estates on 
behalf of the Government—has for all practical 
purposes been already performed. When the 
time comes for the forma! completion of the 
business in October, little will ha¥e to be done 
but to receive the cash due from Bbout 700 
purchasers, hand over half the profit to the 
Comptrollers, representing the Governmen 
and distribute the other half. . 

For the most part the tenants—the fellaheen 
—now cultivating the Daira Sanieh lands, 
which are already irrigated, will remain as 
owners. ‘The inception, development ant rea- 
lisation of this great scheme, which will appre 
ciate the value of the land concerned by mil- 
lious of pounds sterliny, is full of interest to 
the studeyt Of economics, as well as to the 
finaucier/ The secret of the substantial profits 
which-taye been realised can be written in one 
word—irfigation. \ The lands are all so situated 
gn from the Nile is comparatively 
easy ‘Ihe system of pumping is simple, and 
now that the great ba 8 finished, ample 
water will always be available, whatever fluc- | 
tustion the seasons may bring.

The progem ine cusisted wholly of songs—16 
|items. ‘The interest of it oan be judged by 
the fact tht it began with Carissimi and 
jended with Richard Strauss, and ’ included 
Grieg, Humperdinck, Schubert, Brahms (te 
quote only a few), Mme. Arctowska has a 
most pleasing and thoroughly well-train 
voice ; at moments it is a little hard in the 
“forte” effects, but in her pianissimo notes and 
for general flexibility and sweetness of tone, 
she was delightful. The “Dustman,” by 
Molloy, she gavé almost from start to finish in 
what we can only call “sordini,” thereby 
transforming a rather commonplace production 


into a veal pleasure. * We can hardly hope to} 


criticive the 16 details, and so we state our 
preferences ; the Carissimi had that delightful 
“finish” which makes that period so attractive; 
“Polly Willis,” by Arne, is a treasure and 
shows how English musie could once upon a 
time compete with any for its own peculiar 
vigour and freshness; the Grieg (“La Princesse”) 
has all thatintimate northern suggestion (at 
its best) which makes Grieg such a personality 
in music. “Bergére Legére’ (Inconnu) has a 
touch of Gounod (that of “O ma belle rebelle’), 
but is quite free from that ecclesiastical 
eroticism which displeases so many in him. 
The Strauss, with its curiously dreamy, and 
highly individual treatment, set one thinking. 
Strauss is, it scems, setting the musical world 
“by the ears,” and no wonder; for whatever 
his “Life of a Hero” may be in its effect, he is 
at least a new departure, not. cowed by re- 
miniscence into commonplace. We need not 
waste space by reiterating the delight of the 
Feldeinsamheit and the Schubert songs. We 
repeat that the whole selection and its arrunge- 
ment showed thorough taste and knowlelge, 
and was indeed exceptional ; so often in such 
concerts one has to be content with two or 
three good songs aud a host of second-mte 
items. Mme. Arctowgka knows how to chcose 
her songs, and how to sing them. M. 
Valentin» was an admirable accompanist ; we’ 
hope he will accept the compliment we intend 
in that We remind our readers of his excellence 
and brilliauce as a soloist on the piano. ‘It was 
a great pleasure to heara Bliithner pianc, 
perhaps the one piano exactly suited to the | 
programme and the room.’
